In the faithful reports of proceedings 
atthe polls in Friday's primary elec- 
tion, which were published in Tar 
TIMES yesterday morning the people of 
Los Angeles are given a pretty fair in- 
sight into the crooked methods adopted 
by a certain gang of manipulators to 
control the machinery of the Republi- 


arty. The picture was not over- 
drawn. ; : hardly haif 


painted in its proper colors. Every 
candid citizen who was atthe polis 
where a conflict was waged, knows that 
gangs of disreputable fellows who had 
no right to vote at ail. were brought 
up and voted, and thentakenin car- 
riages to another ward and again voted. 
There was no effort to disguise the 
crooked work; it was carried on openly 
and defiantly. Gangs of pimps, loafers, 
drunkards, opium fiends—fellows who 
bore in their faces the unmistakable 
stamp of dissipation and moral deprav- 
ity—were thus marshaled about the 
polls all thréugh the afternoon. Va- 
grants and bummers, with no visible 
means of support, were caught up 
wherever they could be found, were 
marched through side doors and back 
alleys into the rear room of a saloon; 
were then paid a dollar or two apiece 
and then filed out with tickets in their 
hands and proceeded to the polls and 
deposited them under the watchful eve 
of a ward striker. All this, we say, was 
open and notorious, and any man gifted 
with a reasonable degree of penetra- 
tion could see it. 

Taking the Second Ward, for exam- 
ple, where the most decisive battle was 
fought. There were 1057 ballots cast.

CALIFORNIA FISH. 


The First Shipment East for the Gotum- 
bian Exposition. 

The San Francisco Bulletin says that 
the first shipment of California-fish, in- 
tended for the California exhibit at 
Chicago, was shipped from Monterey 
on-August 28, there being fifteen 
species. The specimens were collected 
by Prof. Gilbert and assistants of Stan- 
ford University, under the inmediate 
supervision of Prof. David §. Jordan. 

Speaking in detail, Prof. Gilbert 
states that»specimens were ocobtained 
from Monterey fishermen, as the latter 
came in from the fishing grounds. The 
fish were thus perfectly fresh, several 
of them being still living. Each speci- 
men was wrapped in several thick- 
nesses of soft white paper, rolled in 
cheese cloth. Thus prepared, they 
were closely packed in boxes between 
layers of pounded ice and sawdust. 
When filled the box was placed ina 
larger case and the space between the 
two, being six inches on every side, 
was closely packed with dry sawdust. 

case 
weighed 600 pounds. These specimens 
are being shipped to S. F. Denton, Wel- 
lesley, Mass,, who has been given an 
order by the California World’s Fair 
Comiifssion to ‘make casts of 100 spe- 
cies of food fish.of California for ex- 
hibition in Chicago. 

Mr. Denton was recommended by the 
United States Government officials as 
having discovered the most successful 
preservative yet known for preserving 


fishes foran indefinite period. Life- 


size casts are made of the different spe- 
cies, every line of color being plainly 
indicated thereon. The casts are of 
flexible material and from specimens 
submitted to the commission, they will 
be not only durable but exceedingly at- 
tractive. 

All fish now being prepared for the 
United States Government Fish Com- 
mission are being made by Mr. Denton 
by this process. nder the contract, 
Mr. Denton will receive $20 for each 
fish prepared of the weight of twenty 
pounds or less.. For specimens above 
ewbuty pounds an additional charge is 
made of about half adollar for every 
pound. Including expressage and inci- 
dentals, it is thought «he entire cost of 
the fish exhibit will not efceed $2500. 

Government officials, in writing ‘of 
Mr. Denton’s work, state that his casts 


of fish “are yery much finer than any~ 


that have ever been madein any other 
country by any other person.” 

Prof. Gilbert and W. W. Thoburn, one 
of the graduate..students of the Stan- 
ford University, left for San Pedro 
August 25. , After gathering fish speci- 
mens'there they will proceed to Santa 
Barbara and afterward to San’ Diego 
betore returning to San Francisco. 


They expect to secure a number of very 


fine specimens of food fishes that are 
found inthe waters ofthe Southern 
Coast.

Public alarm occasioned by cholera is 
fast dying out. Cool weather and 
abundant rain sturms.are keeping down 
diseases stimulating cholera, and all in- 
fluences are restoring the general sense 
of security.

Capt. Simpson’s Election.

A great,deal has appeared in print of late 
about a Chinaman being afiicted with lep- 
rosy down in the Arroyo, somewhere in the 
vicinity of California street. As the place 
is located outside of the city limits, an un- 
certainty exists as to which one, if any, of 
the local public officials should investigate 
the matter. 


On Friday the reporter spoke to Health 
Officer Sherk on the subject. Dr. Sherk 
stated that he had driven down to the lo* 
cality referred to, but had been upable to 
locate th’ celestial, whose physical ail- 
ments have created such a disturbance. 
He, however, proposes to explore the terri- 
tory again in a day or so in company with 
City Marshal Buchanan. 

When questioned as to the danger of con- 
tracting leprosy, Dr. Sherk said: ‘A eon- 
versation, or association to some extent 
can be carried on safely with aleper, To 

_ contract leprosy, one must live under the 
same roof and under the same hygienic 
conditions with the person afflicted. I have 
been informed that the Chinaman in ques- 
tion has a face covered with running sores. 
I doubtif this be true, but propose to as- 
certain definitely whether or not it is. If 
it is, contact, of course, would be danger- 
ous.”’

Simpson's overwhelming 
victory on Friday—the banners which his 
horses wore or John Rossiter's silk tile. 

Judge Rose blotted out the sad memories 

. of Friday's slaughter by an inspection of 
his fine ranch east of town. He thinks 
seriously Of adopting farming as a pro. 
fession. 

It was.a Republican primary, but some 
think too many Prohibitionists and Demo- 
crats voted. 

Capt. Simpson takes his victory modestly, 
as he does all bonors which are thrust upon 
him. Mr. Arthur accepts his defeat grace. 
fully, and proves himself the man his 
friends have always taken him to ve by 
withdrawing from the contest and pledging 
his hearty support to Capt, Simpson. 

A good many people cast ballots who are 
seldom seen at the polls even on national 
election days. 

Very few voters were challenged or had 
the Harrison-.Reid pledge put at them. 

“It was highly interesting to note the 
tactics adopted by the man who had made 
up his mind how to vote before he came to 
the polls but who wanted to keep in with 
both sides. He would approach the ballot. 
box with a careworn expression on his face 
and accept a ticket from both the Simpercn 
and the Arthur ward hustlers.

ing at the slips of paper for awhile he

Neill's Hall was filled to overflowing ves- 
terday as a result of the Republican County 
Convention to select nominees for the 
ticket to BR voted upon on the 8th day of 
next November. 

The convention was called to order by 
Chairman Ballard, of the County Central 
Committee, at 10:30 o'clock, and the dele- 
gates requested to take their seats in the 
front of the hall, each delegation to itself, 

Secretary Marks, of the County Central 
Committee, read the call for the conven- 
tion, after which the fellowing temporary 
officers were elected: J. W. Ballard, chair- 
man; J. P, Greeley, secretary.

The convention then adjourned until 1 
o'clock p.m., to give the committees time to 
report. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

_The convention was again called to order 
at 1:20 p.m., when the reports of the sev- 
eral committees were calledfor. The Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization and 
Order of Business reported:as follows: 

First—That the temporary organization 
of this convention do become and be its 
permanent organization. 

Second—Report of Committee on Cre- 
dentials. 

Third—kKeport of Committee on Platform 
and Resolutions. 

Fourth—Nominations for county .offices 
and assemblyman in the following order, 
to-wit: County clerk, district attorney, re- 
corder, auditor, sheriff, treasurer, tax col- 
lector, coroner and public administrator, 
surveyor, assemblyman. And we recoin-

THE RATIFICATION. 

As it was late when the convention ad; 
~journed, but little time remained to pre- 
pare for a grand torch-light procession and 
ratification meeting in the evening. By far 
the largest torch-light procession that ever 
marched at a county demonstration in 
Orange county formed in front. of Neill's 
Hall at 7:45 o'clock, headed by the Santa 
Ana brass band. and marched triumphantly 
through the principal streets. 

Shorily after Judge R. A. Ling of Los 
Angeles addressed a crowded and enthusi- 
astic house. He said he helped to open a 
campaign once before in this city, the only 
difference then from now was he said fel- 
low Democrats before, now fellow Repubit- 
cans. He gave as his reason for change of 
heart that he was tired running after rain- 
bows and marching in funeral processions, 
and that he had found out that the Repub 
lican party was the place for young or old 
men, if they want to succeed tn life, and 
he started wrong years ago when he voted 
for Horace Greeley. The Democrats never 
scratch a_ ticket. That's the way 
the Republicans want to do next fall. He 
said he never left the Democratic party, 
but the party lett him. The Republicans 
are right on the tariff question and that’s 
why he is with them. The orator then took 
up the McKinley Bill, showing its benefits to 
Americans, and after making a strong plea 
for a free ballot, fair count and protection 
for American labor gave way for Hon. John

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CHOLERA IN RUSSIA, 


The Terrible Plague as Viewed 
from St. Petersburg. 


A Look at the Infected Regions of 


the Volga. 


A Look at Astrakhan and a Pen 
Picture of Saratoff.

Something About Moscow and 8t. Peters- 
burg—How the Cholera News is 
: Kept Out of the 
Press. 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 

St. Bererssvrc, Aug. 18.—The skel- 
eton of the cholera now hangs over 
Russia and the reports of the horrors 
of its ravages along the Lower Volga 
are brought here daily. They are kept 
out of the newspapers as far as possi- 


bile, and it is not known to just what 


extent the plague has spread, but there 
is no doubt but that it is rapidly march- 
ing up the Volga, and it cannot but des- 
olate the famine-stricken provinces. I 
first heard of it four weeks ago during 
a stay that I made at Nijni Novgorod. 
I was entertained there by a Mr. 


a very wealthy ship-owner, 
who owns the largest line of steam- 
boats on the Volga River, and whose 
business is the carrying of freight from 
Persia and the Caspian provinces up 
and down this. Russian Mississippi. 
During my stay Mr. Zevecke was in tel- 
egraphic communication with Astrak- 
han, and he. told me that the cholera 
had already manifested itself there 
and it was feared that it would march 
into Russia. A short time after this I 
visited Saratoff, Simbirsk, Samara and 
Kazan, allof which towns are now in 
the cholera regions, and it was only a 
few days atter'l left Saratoff that the 
cholera broke out there. There is no 
doubt but that the whole of the Volga 
regions will be devastated by it, and in 
order to understand its dangers it is 


, hecessary to know the character of the 


country and the life of the people. 

The Volga is as wide as the Missis- 
sippi. It is 2300 miles long and it has 
as great a trade as any river inthe 
world. If flows through a flat country 
and the lower half of it passes through 
an almost treeless region. Upon these 
great plains the hot sun of the tropics 
is beating down now with relentless 
vigor. There is absolutely no protec- 
tion from it, and the women go about 
with nothing but handkerchiefs on their 
heads and children» boil their brains un- 
der the sun’s scorching rays, with no 
protection whatsoever. The men wear 
heavy caps and the houses are so built 
that they are like bake-ovens at this 
time of the year.. At Kazan and Sa- 
mara I saw hundreds upon hundreds of 
half-naked men lying on the roadside 
and sleeping with this tropical “sun 
beating down upon them and with the 
smells of decaying vegetable matter all 
about them. Saratoff has a system of 
water works, but most of these Volga 
cities have no sdnitary arrangements 
whatsoever, and the village af Russia 
which possesses a water closet is one of 
thousand. The peasants, amon 
whom the cholera is the worst, have ab- 
solutely no knowledge of the rules of 
héalth, and their diet and habits would 
naturally breed the cholera and cannot 
but increase it. Their favorite soup is 
made of green cabbages, and old men 
and babies eat this by the gallon. They 
eat carrots, aud one of the chief arti-. 
cles which yon find peddled everywhere 
and which is consumed in large quanti- 
ties is the green cucumber, which is 
eaten raw, just as it comes from the 
vine, or, more often, after it has be- 
come wilted and stale from lying about 
under the hot sun. 


In the provinces just above Saratéff a 


‘great deal of the famine bread is still 


used. I saw some of the stuff while I 
was on the Volga andit would be the 
ruin of any man whose bowels were at 
all delicate. Its surface is of a dirty 
gray and when you break it open you 

nd that its inside is of a deep brown. 
It is salty and sandy, and it tastes more 
like clay thanbread. It looks as though 
it were made of bran and husks, and it 
isas gritty as the apples of Sodom. 
There are thousands of people 
who are eating, this bread today 
and while E was on the Volga 
I found them ready to devour 
anything. Dr. Hubbell, the American 
Red Cross Society agent, was with me, 
and in speaking of the corn which was. 
spoiled in crossing the water, he told 
the relief people that it could be dried 
and used for the cattle. They replied 
that they were drying it and using it to 
feed the peasants and that most of it 
would do very well. : oe 

The natural cordition of these peo- 
ple is bad beyond description, and I 
was shown today a reminiscence of the 
cholera in the shape of a photograph of 
the interior of a hut on the Volga. 
Beside a loom, in which was the half- 
finished cloth that the woman had been 
weaving when she was taken sick, lay 


a rude bench, and on this a young | 


mother of thirty stone dead. Hanging 


. from the rafters in one of these Russian 


cradles wasa little baby, whose bald 
head peeped out of the clothes in which 
she was wrapped, and whose bright 
eyes, I was told, twinkled as the picture 
was taken. 


One of the most offensive smells 
nlong the Volga is thatof putrid fish. 
Nearly every other wharf has great 


crates of this packed away, and you see 


peasants walking abeut the streets ped- 
dling dried fish, which they have upon 


strings and which they carry about 


swung overtheirshoulders. The most of 
these fish come from Astrakhan, which 
is at the mouth of the Volga, and in 
which is one of the greatest fish mar- 
kets of the world. It is here that the 
greater part of the caviare of the worid 
is made. It comes from the roe of the 
sturgeon, and millions of dollars’ worth 
of it are shipped from this point every 
year. Millions more are made in the 
dried fish which are sent over Russia, 
and the people of Astrakhan live on-Ht- 
tle else than fish. The poorer of them 
eat the refuse, and this has aggravated 
the cholera there and the cases are rap- 
idly increasing. The fish which are 
shipped from Astrakhan are often not 
more than half cured, and they are ina 
bad condition when they are sold to the 


~peasants. 


They are eaten half cooked and as 
little care is taken to keep them clean 
they form about as indigestible an arti- 
cle of diet as can be found. The better 
class bread used by the peasants of 
Russia would ruin the stomach’ of an 
ordinary man, and its roughness is such 
that it cannot be bit injuriousto a pa- 
tient who has a tendency toward 
cholera. It is as heavy as Bost 
brown bread and it leoks not unlike fe 
It is made in loaves of twenty-one 


gounds each and the average loaf of

a ten-months-old. baby. ‘Living on 
bread, cabbage soup, cucumbers and 
dried fish, with now and then a bit of 
cheap meat, the people have not enough 
strengthening food to ward off the 
cholera. Their systems are already 
run down by the famine and the sun is 
wilting the life out of them. They 
know nothing of the use of medicines 
and their home life is @@ch that it is 
-almost impossible to keep the cholera 
from spreading. 

I can easily see how one cholera case 
spreads the disease throughout a village. 
The man who first géts the disease 

Tobably belongs to a large family. 

is family inhabits one of these little, 
hot, thatched huts, and a dozen men, 
women and chidren are huddled to- 
gether withinit. They sleep side by 
side on one bed, which is usually the 
top of the stove, or lie sprawled out 
lose together upon the floor. They 
wear the same clothes day and night, 
and if there are cholera germs in any 
one of the garments of a family «these 
are bound to be communicated to the 
others. If the cholera is slow in mani- 
festing itself, the patient may move 
around about the other people of the 
village. The work of the village is 
done in gangs and one man must come 
in contact with all the others, The 
result is that the disease . must 
spread, andthe onlv wonder is that it 
is not greater than it is. 

It was at Saratoff that the reports 
about the cholera were first sent out 
over the world. I spent several days 
in this city just before the news of its 
presence was made known and it prob- 
ably existed at the time J was there. 
Saratoff is in the southeastern part of 
Russia, about 800 miles south of Nijni 
Novgorod and 700 or 800 milés from 
Moscow. Itlies right on the Volga and 
it is surrounded by a rolling country, 
the hills of which rise up back of the 
city and on the top of which there 
stands a long line of great windmills, 
which swing their arms against the hot 
blue sky. There is a deep ravine run- 
ning through the city, and dividing it 
inthree parts and coming to the city 
fromthe river it looks both pictur- 
esque and beautiful. It is a ver 
fair Russian town and is better built 
and better looking than the average 
cities of the Volga. It has about 112,-. 
000 people, has a good theaterand a 
number of fine churches, some of which 
belong to the Germans. Itis one of the 
centers of the German colonies of Rus- 
sia and you find that nearly every other. 
man in the town speaks German as well 
as Russian. The buildings are, as a 
rule, of stucco. The streets are paved 
with cobble stones, and the town is 
lighted with gas. » It is, on the whole, 
much cleaner than any of the other 
Volga cities that I visited, and it seems 
strange that the cholera should have 
first broken out here. I understand 
that the people are leaving in large 
numbers and those that remain are 
almost frightened todeath. The town 
has had considerable experience with 
the cholera in the past and nearly 
every great cholera epidemic of history 
tas rested during its march through 


With the increased facilities for com- 
mimication diseases of this kind spread 
more rapidly than ever before. The 
hotbed of the cholera seetns to be Asia 
Minor, Persia and the regions along the 
Transcaspian Railroad. The great 
cholera epidemic of 1828 came from 
this region and extended into Asiatic 
Russia. The cholera of 1880 first man- 
ifested itself in Persia, and it got its 
start on the shores of the Caspian Sea. 
it crept up the Volga just.as this chol- 
era is doing, and it ravaged the Russian 
empire and during the following year 
spread over Europe and wrapped its dis- 
ease-spreading arms around England, 
France and Germany. Tnence it went 
into Spain and Italy and finally came 
over to North America. Nearly every 
cholera of history has’ come from the 
Transcaspian region, and _ though 
Russia is doing ail it can to keep it 
down it™is impossible to tell whether 
she will succeed. Down at  Astra- 
khan'the people are dying by the 
dozens every week, and there are,’ 
I am told, in the neighborhood of a hun- 
dred cholera cases inthat.city. It is 
through this town that all Persian trav- 
elers must come, and a rigid quarantine 
is enforced. The officials on the Trans- 
caspian road inspect all passengers and 
a careful examination is being made at 
different cities. At the present writ- 
ing, however, the people are suffering 
from the lack of doctors and there is 
practically po medical service in econ- 
nection with the Russian villages. Dur- 
ing the typhus fever and the tamine the 
most of the prescriptions were made by 
private citizens, and the care of the 
sick waslargely by well-to-do people, 
who did the Work for charity’s sake. 
Reports from the cholera districts are 
so unreliable that it is impossible to tell 
just tohow great an extent it exists. 
There are said to be a few cases in the 
hospital at Moscow, but so far none 
have manifested themselves here, and 
the disease seems to be c)nfined to the 
Volga. 


The sanitary arrangements of Mos- " 
cow and St. Petersburg might be im- 
proved upon. It is not that the streets 
and the houses are not kept clean 
enough, for they are as well cared for 
in this respect as those of any other 
cities of the world. The police have 
charge of the sanitary arrangements, 
and ifaman does not keep the road- 
way front of his house clean, or 
allows any nuisance to remain about 
his premises he is liable to find himself 
in jail, and if he is a storekeeper his, 
shop may be ordered shut fora period 
of some months, as the authorities de- 
cide. The great trouble is the lack of 
good water works, and as to the sani- 
tary building of the houses, neither 
St. Petersburg nor Moscow has 
the hest of drainage, and the city 
of St. Petersburg, as cool as it often is 
inthe summer, is built upon a marsh, 
and its night air is filled with noxious 
vapors. The authorities are always fix- 
ing the “streets, andthe Névski Pros- 
pect has been torn up duringa great 
part of mystay in Russia. About one- 
half of this street .is paved with great 
round blocks of wood. These are wa- 
tered twice a day, and the moist air of 
the seaMakes the wood rot quickly, and 
this rotten wood,.packed full’of the foul 
elements which it has gathered durin?

able St. Petersburg moves almost bou*ly 
into the country in the summer, and 
that the city has a high death 
rate. The death rate of the Rus- 
sian people in crdinary times is 
greater than that of any other -ciy- 
ilized nation, and it runs _be- 
tween thirty-five and thirty-seven per 
1000. This is 64 per cent. greater 
than the death rate of Great Britain, 
37 per cent. greater than that of Ger- 


rmanyand per cent. greater than 


that of France. Over the whole of Rus- 
sia the average death rate is about 
thirty-six to the 1000 in ordinary 
times, and this is twice as high as that 
of our largest cities.

Speaking of the cholera, I picked up 
the Berliner Tageblatt this morning and 


flooked to see what the German reports 


of the Russian cholera were. I found 
nothing in it, but on the first page were 
two big black blotches which effectu- 
a#tly stamped the printed matter out of 
at leasta column of the newspaper. 
This was probably the news concerning 
the cholera, and it is a fair example of 
the state in which the foreign news- 
papers come into Russia. No reports 
concerning the cholera which are not 
approved by the government are al- 
lowed to be read here. Every paper is 
carefully examined and anything which 
the tensors do not like is stamped out. 
This is so with all newspapers, and 
such 


magazines and books as 
are often have pages 
torn from them, and there is 


no such thing as a free press in Russia. 
The papers here receive instructions 
from the government as to just what 
they shall publish. If they do not fol- 
low out these instructions they receive 
first a warning. If they offend again 
this warning is repeated, and at the 
third offense the paper is suspended. 
‘Three such watnings always result in 
the abolition of the newspaper. The 
warnings may be years apart and they 
may be caused by thé mistakes of cheap 
reporters or careless proof-readers, but 
the paper loses its standing and at the 
third warning its existence. Its editor

newspapers about Russia, and I feared 


that these would be taken from me at 
the frontier,.

Speaking of the blacking out. of ar- 
ticles by the censors, a funny instance 
occurred when the young Grand Duke 
made hig recent tour in India. The 
London Graphic came to St. Peters- 

burg with a black mark upon it as big 
as asheet of note paper, and one of its 
subscribers, Who wondered what this 
important obliteration might mean, 
cut this page out of the Graphic and 
sent it back to the office, asking them 
to tear the page from another copy and 
send itto her through the mails. It 
was sent, and the obliterated picture 
was merely a photograph of a tiger 


hunt in which the Grand Duke was | 


stahding, with other hunters, about 
the body of a dead tiger. The 
Graphic thought the blotting of this so 
ridiculous that in its next issue it  re- 
published the sketch and also the fac- 
simile of the blotted paper.. Thfs came 
to the eyes of the Czar, and he latghed 
at it, and ordered that this copy of the 
Graphic should be admitted, and it was 
admitted, and all St. Petersburg 
laughed withthe Czar. 

With such festrictions it is impossible 
to make good newspapers, and none of 
the newspapers here make very much 
money. The dailies are published with- 
out illustrations and the pages of them 
look as though:the Greek alphabet had 
got on a drupk an@ sprawled around 


overthem. There are in the whole em- 
pire lees than daily journals, and 
the ithe whole of them 
ate not as great as those of a big New 
York newspaper. Nearly every paper 
publishes a continued story, which runs 
along the bottom of the paper, and few 


is also liable to imprisonment, and the 
result is that there is no such thing as 
free thought in Russia. The most ridic- 
ulous things are prohibited from publi- 
cation and nothing concerning the 
Czar is ever published. During a 
large part of the time I have been 
in Russia the Czar has been visiting in 
Denmark. He met the German Em- 
peror there and the European papers 
have been full of gossip concerning 
him. Every .line of this has been 
blacked out, whether it came from the 
London Times or in the way of witty 
remarks from the Fliegende Blatter, and 
alarge part of the famine news has 
been handled in this same way. I have 
before me a list of subjects which were 
handed over to the press diring a single 
year some time ago, but they will hold 
equally well today. One of them states 


“that nothing on the Jewish question is 


to be published. Another prohibits 
anything concerning the assassination 
of a Russian general whose death was 
full of romance, and a third prohibits 
the saying of anything about the church 
schools. The church and the govern- 
ment, in fact, control the press in Rus- 
sia and the censor is a bigger man than 
the editor. 

I wish I could show you one of these 
papers which have been stamped by the 
censor. They look as though an ink 
roller had béen run over them, and it is 
impossible to read a word of that which 
has been stamped'out. They use an in- 
delible stamp, and they have changed 
the quaiity of theifink lately. A lady 
whom I met in East Russiatold me she 
used to be able to. get. the ink off by 
washing it with turpentine and thatthe 


within the past year she found the ink 
of a different character, and she could 
do nothing with it. .The uncertainty of 
matter passing the censors makes 
all printed matter unsafe in the Rus- 
sian mails. The censors are *said to 
often keep the papers and lend them to 
their friends before sending them to the 
people to whom they are addressed, and 
I was told at Moscow thata journal with 
any illustrations in it. was almost sure 
to be lost in the mails. The Christmas 
numbers of the London Graphic, the Il- 
lustrated London News and papers of 
that kind which have chromos or litho- 
graphs with their letter press seidom 
reach the hands of their subscribers 
without these being stolen by the post- 
office employés, and I dm told it is un- 
safe to send photographs through the 
mails without registeringthem. f{ am 
sending all my photographs to Amer- 
envelopes and am registering .every- 
thing, and so far I think. that” every- 
thing has gone through. The ‘consular 
stamp isa good thing to have on your 
letters when you send them out from 
here. Fhey then appear to come from 
the legation.eand even a Russian mail 
clerk will think twice before he opens 
the letters sent out by an American 
diplomat... I don’t think that the papers 
that come to our consul-general here 
are ever opened;.and he gets all sorts 
of newspapers, inciuding mary which 
are not permitted to come to ordinary 
people in Russia. There are in fact 
only a few newspapers which are per- 
mitted to come into Russia, and the 
only American daily which is sure of 
going through the mails every time is 
the New York Herald. 

The newspaper censorship asto the 
American newspapers is becoming less 
rigorous since the kindness of the Amer- 
icans as to the famine, and I have re- 
ceived quite a number of American 
newspapers, When I came into Russia 
some weeks ago I had quite a number of 
weuspaper clippings from American

THE M'KINLEY BILI—wHart 18 IT? 

Some people suppose that William Mc- 
Kinley ‘went to Washington, entered into 
his committee-room, and seating himself in 
a large upholstered rocking chatr, formu- 
lated the present tariff law, and pressed it 
through Congress to final success and’ the 
approval of the President of the United 
States. 

The first tariff bill of the Republican Con- 
gress, in 1861, was known as the Mor. 
rill Bill. That bill, after the war, was 
revived in 1883 by a Republican Congress, 
and war duties tothe amount of seventy 
millions were eliminated and repealed. In 
1888 the Republican National Convention 
agreed to a revision again of the amended 
act of 1883, with a view to the reduction 
of the surplua revenue’ accumulated 
in the treasury of the United States, and 
by a Democratic administration. was loaned 
out to national banks to.the extent of over 
sixty millions of dollars, the interest of 
which was by many believed to be used by 
the dominant party then in power as A cor- 
ruption fund to perpetuate themselves in 
power. When the Fifty-first Congress met 
and the House was organized, the Ways 
and Means Committee was composed of 13 
members, 7 of whom were Republicans 


ocrats. All of this committe were com- 
posed of the ablest members of Congress of 
both political parties. When this commit- 
tee was organized, the Morrill Tariff. Bill, 
as revisedin 1883, was submitted to that 
committee for a further revision, witha 
view to lessen our surplus receipts and to 
correct errors which were discovered as ex- 
isting in the practical operation of the law 
from the readjustment of 1883. 

That committee sat in session for four 
months and during that time witnesses of 
all parties and of all kinds of manu- 
factures—tariff men, free traders and 
all others desiring to be heard ap- 
peared before that committee for and 
against any matter upon which legislation 
was to be had and theirtestimony for and 
agganet each several proposition was taken, 
and after due deliberation a majority of 
that committee reported to the Houseof 
Representatives what is called ‘‘the McKin- 
ley Bill,”’. named as such because Maj. 
William McKinley, Jr., was its chairman, 
and through whom it was presented to the 
House; but the bill was the joint intelligent 
result of the work of a majority of that 
committee. 

WHAT REVISION WAS MADE. 

After all the evidence for and against 
each several proposition was fully heard 
and considered, the McKinley Bill was sub- 
mitted to the lower house of Congress for 
its final action. The bill contains 842 arti- 
cles upon which duties are imposed. On 
190 articles the duties were reduced from 
the revision of 1883. Eighty articles were 
changea from ad valorem to specific duties. 
An ad valorem duty is the assessment on the 
dollar valuation; a specific duty is on the 
yard, pound or ton. The reason of the 
change from ad valorem of the 80 articles to 
specific duties was made because the evi- 
dence of the parties who appeared before 
that committee proved conclusively that’ 
under the ad valoremsystem the Government 
had been defrauded out of over ten millions 
annually by the under-valuation of goods 
imported by foreign merchants at the port 
from whence they were exported and in 
that way avoided the duty due the govern- 
ment. Underspecific duties this fraud of 
foreign importers could not have occurred. 
Two hundred and forty articles remain in 
the McKinley Billthe same asin the old 
law, and 185 articles are the same as in the

SALT. 

Iwent a fewevenings agoto hear your 
distinguished Democratic editor orate, and 
he said during his speech that the duty by 
this Republican tariff on salt was a great 
oppression to the people, and that some- 
body in New York made money when the | 
duty was puton. What is the duty on salt? 
Eight cents per 100 pounds or 22 cents on 
a barrel of 280 pounds! Now whatare the 
facts about salt? Did the duty of 22 
cents per barrel placed on salt by the Re- 
publican Congress, under the Morrill Tariff 
bill of 1861, add to its cost? I will call 
the attention of that distinguished editor to 
the historic fact that in 1860, under the 
Democratic revenue law, there was no duty 
on salt.

Again, soda ash. ‘In 1883 no soaa ash 
was manufactured in the United States: all 
was then furnished by foreign countries, 
and we imported in 1883 the enormous 
amount of one hundred and eighty thou- 
sand tons, at the price of $48 perton. A 
Republican Congress puton a duty of $5 
per ton, Now, if Grover Cleveland and his 
theory that the $5 is approximately added 
by the American manufacturer, it would 
make its cost $53; but what is the fact? 
When the tariff of $5 was put on the for- 
eign article, a wealthy company, under 
what is called the ‘Solvey process,’’ in- 
vested one million, five hundred thousand 
dollarsin a plant at Svracuse, N. ¥.. and 
commenced the manufacture of soda ash, 
and the first year produced of the Ameri- 
can article fifty thousand tons.

The price 
of the foreign article under American com- 
petition reduced the price at every vear’s 
productiofi, until you can now ‘buy the

our own soda ash and retaining the three 
and one-half millions of dollars in our own 
country to pay to American laborers—all of 
whom are the farmer's patrons. Soda-ash 
is made largely of salt and sulphur, both 
of which raw materials are the products of 
our own country, and largely used in the 
manufacture of glass and other American 
productions, ° 

How was itin regard to wire nails? In 
1883 England furnished our market with 
wire nails.. The price was from 6 to 8 
cents per pound. A Republican Congress 
placed a duty on foreign wire nails of 4 
cents per pound. If the theory of Grover 
Cleveland is correct, the American wire 
ndils would be- 10 to 14 cents. per pound.

I have before me the oficial custom house 
report of the increased exports of farm 
products and manufactures for fifteen 
months tothe different countries with which 
reciprocity treaties were completed, and 
find the following results: To Brazil, 
$1,764,483; to Cuba, $5,702,197; to 
Puerto Rico, $590.959; ta. Santa Domingo, 
$24,510; tothe British West Indies, $113,- 
214; to British Guinea, $14,909, to Gua- 
temala, $23,144; to Austro-Hungary,

Don’t you think that 
from this centralized capital labor has a 
fair distribution under Republican protec: 
tion? 

Third. We have in the United States 
160,000 miles of railroad, with 1749 cor- 
porations, employing in the transactions 
of their business, 749,312 wage-worker. 
Their pay-rolls in 1891 aggregated $539,- 
504,640, averaging per’ day, $1,498,624; 
per month, $44,958,770: per vear, $539,- 
504,640, making from these three scources, 
where wealth and capital has the largest 
centralization: From government distribu- 
tion to labor annually, $350,000,000; from 
manufactures distribution to labor an- 
nually, $200,000,000; from railroads dis- 
tribution to ‘labor annually, 539,504,000; 
total, $2,889,504,000.

Aug. 10, 1892.—Tod 
the unaided eye, the stars present about 
the same appearance night after night, 
Baving that at some times the sky ap- 
pears more transparent than at others, 
and accordingly we are able to distin- 
guish somewhat fainter stars.

| of steadiness was found to be lacking. 


Boyden ‘department was inthe winter 
of 1888-8. Photographic observa- 
tions were secured with a thirteen-inch 
telescope fromthe summit of Wilson's 
Peak, in Southern California, at an al- 
titude of 6000 feet.

The present expedition left the 
United States in December, 1890, ar- 
riving in Arequipa the following Janu- 
arv. This little city, although thethird 


in population in Peru, has but 30,000 


inhabitants, many of whom are Indians 
and many more Cholos or half-breeds. 
Besides the ,ptre-blooded Peruvians of 
Spanish descent, there are a few En- 


glish and Germans and very few Amer- 


icans. The gringo, i. e., foreign soci- 
ety, is therefore quite limited. The city 
is located in a fertile oasis containing 
sixty square miles and surrounded for 
milés and miles by a desert so arid that 
not even a cactus will grow upon it. 
The observatory is situated a few hon- 
dred feet above the city and at an alti- 
tude of a trifle over 8000 feet above 
sea level. Onthe north and west the 
horizon is bounded by the Cordilleras or 
Western range of the Andes, whose 
peaks reach an altitude of from 18,000 
to 20,000 feet. In the shade the tem- 
perature is never high, the maximum 
thermometer-reading hitherto recorded

what this means, we may say that it is 
equivalent to measuring the apparent 
position of an electric light thirty-five 
miles distant, within one inch. Now, 
if while we are endeavoring to measure 
its position, some one takes hold of the 
lamp, and swings it about their head, 

we shall find it ‘rather difficult to deter- 
“mine its average position ~with the re- 
quired accuracy. That is the condition 
of the astronomer on a night when the 
sceing is bad. The remark was once 
made, I think, by Mr. Rutherford of 
New York, noted for his beautiful 
photographs of the moon, that during 
twelve years of obcervation, he had 
found Only one night upon which the 

seeing was really good. 

There are two objects in building 
large telescopes—one is to gather more 
light, and thus to enable us to see 
smaller objects. But, if the object is 
constantly dancing about all over the 
field of view,.we ‘can see very little 
~More of. it with a large telescope than 
with asmaller one, excepting that it 
will appear brighter. | 
_ This difficulty has been felt so keenly, 
by some astronomers that they have 
questioned if it was really worth while 
to build any more telescopes much 
larger than twelve or fifteen iuches in 
diameter, and if, after all, there was. 
much that could be seen from a large 
telescope that could not be seen from 
one of this size. In short, did not our 
own atmosphere fix this as the size, be- 
‘yond which the slight gain in definition 
was more than counterbalanced by the 
expense and inconvenience 6f manage- 
ment? This difficulty was appreciated 
by the late James Lick, who specified 
that his great telescope should be placed 


upon ad Mountain summit, and he ~him- | 


self selected the site, hoping by this 
means to overcome the irregularities of 
seeing produced by our atmosphere. In 
this attempt we now know that he was 

atleast partially successful, and fhat 
during the dry season in California the 
Seeing at the Lick Observatory is supe- 
rior to that at most of the observatories 
placed near the sea level. 

Another man, though with less means, 
who also appreciated this fact was the 
late Uriah A. Bovden. He left-a sum 
of money to establish, or aid in the 
establisment of an observatory. ‘at. 
such anelevation asto be free, so far 
as practicable, from the impediments 
to accurate observations which occur in 
the observatories now existing, owing 
to. atmospheric influences."’ In the 
Spring of 1887, this money, which at 
that time amounted tontarly $250,000, 
was entrifsted to the president and fel- 
lows of Harvard College, the income to 
be expended in such a manner. as 

Seemed most.appropriate, b¥-the direc- 
tor of the observatory. : 
Besides the primary qualification of

The transparency of the air is most 
remarkable, but the steadiness is such 
as to be almost beyond belief. In fact, 
this, the chief difficulty of the modern 
astronomer, is here practically entirely 
overcome. This we attribute in part to 
our altitude, but very largely to the ex- 
cessive dryness of our climate. While 
in the United States, with our twelve- 
inch refracting telescope, magnifying 
powers of 200 to 400 could be em- 
ployed, the latter wnder considerabie 
difficulties, and only occasionally, here 
powers of 800 and 1100 can be used 
nearly every night, and 2100 not in- 
frequently, when the object is bright 
enough to bear it. Inshort. what we 
can see here depends, not as elsewhere 
upon our atmosphere, but merely upon 
the size and quality of the telescope em- 
ploved. 

Althongh our telescope is only thir- 


‘teen inches aperture, yet itis the larg- 


est visual refractor south of the equa- 
tor. Jt happens, by a enrious coinci- 
dence, that many of the most interest- 
ing »bodies of the whole sky cluster 
around the. Southern’ pole of the 
heavens, and are therefore never visi- 
ble in the United States or Europe. 
These objects are all well seen from 
Arequipa. In, fact. an area equal to 
one-quarter of the whole sky can never 
be studied to advantage at any North- 
ern observatory. 

it is a singular fact that the only well- 
equipped mountain observatories in the 
world, the Lick, “altitude 4300 feet, and 
the Harvard station, altitude 8056 
feet, are both American institutions. 
At one can be obtained the clearest 
views of celestial objects in the north, 
and at the other, the clearest views of 
objecis in the south. The Lick tele- 
scope is thirty-six inches aperture, and 
ours only thirteen, but this differ- 
ence for many objects is proba- 

partly counterbalanced by our 
extraordinary atmosphere. There 
is. undoubtedly no object in. the 
sky that cannet be seen better at one 
or the other of these two observatories 
than anvwhere else in the world. Be- 
sides our thirteen-inch visual telescope, 
which can also be used for photographic 
purposes, we have a twehty-inch re- 
tlector of short focus, an eight-inch 
photographic doublet, a five-inch re- 
fractor and a two and a half-inch 
double, of great illuminating power. 
Ina few yeaw we shall probably re- 
ceive atwenty-four inch photographic 
doublet, but besjies that what we now 
most need is undoubtedly a really large 
visual refracting telescope. 

Over 1000 8x10 photographs have 
already been taken at this observato 
and several interesting 
have been made, accounts of which will 
be ‘published shortly. Observations 
have also been begun upon ;the planct 
Mars, which is the body of all in the 
Solar system most nearly resembling 
ourearth. <As is well known, a white 

resembling snow, forms.

Yes and Every Conflicting Statement Be Re- 
conciled, Every Mystery Made Plain, 
‘If One Possess But the 
Proper Key. 


_The Kingdom of Heaven has many thou- 
sands of preachers; the Kingdom of God 
butfew. Ihave something to say—or think 
J havé—relating to the Kingdom last named. 
Through Tue TiMes I can reach perhaps 
2.000 people—many times the number that! 
could reach in any other way. I therefore 
avail myself of the means at band for mak- 
ing clear some of the hidden truthsof the 
Bible, the licht therefor coming in this “the 
time of the end” through a divine reve- 


now. 

That the revélation is gentife needs no ar- 
gument; it-proves itself. It proves itself by 
making clear all that hefetofore has ap 
peared vague or incomprehensible in the 
Bible, by reconciling all that has seemed 
contradictory, by rendering plain and rea 
sonable eventhat that wasincrelible. How 
the revelation was made, by whom received, 
ete.. | pass for the present, as I cannot in 4 
preliminary article of this.kind go into par 
ticulars.

A right understanding of the Bible should 
leave no doubtin the mind that it is the 
veritable word of God, given to man by 
divine inspiration.
